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Remarks Regarding Specification Amendments: 

The above amendments to the specification were made to correct typographical errors in 
the original specification. All of the "akenyl" references were changed to "alkenyl." No new 
matter has been introduced by these changes. 

Remarks Regarding Claims Amendments: 

Claims 4, 17, and 25 have been amended to remove the "or other such" language. No 
new matter was added to the claims. 

Claims 9, 11, 13, 32 and 35 were amended to incorporate the associated independent 
claims into the dependent claims. The scope of the claims has, not changed because as per § 112 
paragraph 4 a claim in dependent form shall be construed to incorporate by reference all the 
limitations of the claim to which it refers. No new matter was introduced by these amendments. 

Claims 15-21, 23-29, 31-32, and 34-35 were dependant claims that were amended to 
reflect the renumbering by the examiner of claims 1 4-35 under Rule 1 . 1 26. 

The claims as amended are submitted as being clearly distinct and patentable over the art 
of record and therefore their entry and allowance by the Examiner is requested. 
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In Response to the Office Action: 

Rejection Under 35 USC S 1 12, second paragraph: 

Claims 4, 17, and 25 were rejected under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph as allegedly 
being indefinite and filing to particularly point out the Applicant's invention. 

Claims 4, 17, and 25 have been amended to remove the "or other such" language. 

Applicants submit that the above amendments obviate the rejection of the claims under 
35 USC § 112, second paragraph and thus ask that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the 
rejection. 

Rejections Under 35 USC § 103: 

Claims 1-8, 10, 12, 14-31, 33 and 34 have been rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as 
allegedly being unpatentable over Jakobson et al. (5466719). 

Applicants' amendments to the claims should obviate the rejections under § 103 and thus 
request that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the rejections.
